THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town House in said New 
Ipswich on Tuesday, the Fourteenth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation of the 
same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate $125.00 
for Memorial Day, and choose a committee of three for the same. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,200.00 for a resident physician. 


6. To choose one member of the Electric Light Committee for 
three years. 


7. To choose one member of the Trust Fund Committee for 
three years, and this same Committee to serve as the Spaulding 
School Fund Committee. 


8. To choose a committee of three for the Base Ball Field Com- 
mittee. 


9. Tosee if the Town will vote to extend the Street lights from 
Highbridge to the Greenville line and raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the same, or do anything relating thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to have printed in the Town 
report the names of all tax-payers and the amount of tax paid by 
each. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to lower the rate on electricity 
one cent per K. W. hour, using the sliding scale as before, or take 
any action thereon. 
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12. To see if the Town will vote to take $500.00 from the road 
agent’s allowance in the Highbridge district to gravel the road 
starting where it was left off near Ernest J. Toko’s place and work- 
ing toward the Gibson Four Corners. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to take the sum of $500.00 
from the Center district road agent’s allowance for graveling the 
road leading from center Town toward Greenville by way of John 
Somero’s, or take any action thereon. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to take the sum of $500.00 
from the Smithville district road agent’s allowance, and use it in 
two equal parts, placing $250.00 in gravel on the road from Davis 
Village towards Matti Somero’s, and $250.00 in gravel from Smith- 
ville towards Guy Blanchard’s, or take any action thereon. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to take the sum of $150.00 
from the Center district road agent’s allowance toward making a 
new sluice on the Matti Maki road, and if any money is left over 
to expend same in gravel on same road. 


16. To see if the Town will vote a reduction of 10% on wages 
of all Town employees, including trucks and teams, or take any 
action thereon.

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Report of Electric Light Commissioners 


The year of 1932 in the Electric Light Department has had two 
matters of great interest this year; in watching the results from 
the rate adopted by the town for sale of current to its customers 
and the workings of the Federal Tax on Current sold to customers 
since June 20, 1932. It was predicted by the change of rates that 
more current would be used by customers and thereby provide 
more revenue. The department bought in 1931, 87,240 kilowatts 
and in 1932 it has bought 99,660 kilowatts, an increase of 12,420 
kilowatts bought. In 1931 the department collected on customers 
meter accounts $6,716.96—in 1932 the department has collected 
on customers meter accounts $5,781.70 showing an apparent loss 
of $935.26 in revenue. This loss in revenue may be partly ac- 
counted for by the fact that the amount due on meter accounts 
Jan. 1, 19383 is about $100.00 larger than it was Jan. 1, 1932. Then 
too it does not seem that any schedule can receive just appraisal 
anywhere, in view of the financial condition of the whole world. 
Each and every one has had to practice economy and the customers 
meter accounts seem to show economy in the use of current. 


The Federal Tax on current sold to customers has been a source 
of trouble to customers and the Electric Light Department equally. 
It has more than doubled the bookkeeping work of the department 
since the act took effect. There is one feature of this tax matter 
in which the customers could be of great help to the work of the 
bookkeeping. That isin being careful to pay each month at least 
enough on the account to cover the Federal tax. These delinquents 
all have to be reported in time for the report to reach Portsmouth, 
N. H., on or before the last business day of each month. 


For the last three months of 1932 the delinquencies reported 
have been, Oct. 28—-Nov. 15—Dec. 19. In the beginning of the 
tax period, the sending out of circulars seemed to help to bring in 
payments to cover the tax, but for the last few months the de- 
linquents have been pretty constant in their delinquencies. The 
delinquent of November who pays his Dec. tax and also the Nov. 
delinquency has a report made on him three times instead of two, 
together with the bother of checking back on the books. In as 
much as a ten cent piece will take care of the Federal tax each 
month on 60% of our customers tax, it does not seem much to ask 
that each and every customer clean up the tax monthly. As is 
usual in such cases the delinquencies are confined to about 20% 
of the customers. The balance have been very thoughtful. 


During the year of 1932 the question of how soon replacements 
of the poles, which were put in 1922, would come was settled by a 
pole in front of the house of Miss Alice Ober. It broke off just 
above ground and was replaced by a treated pine pole. The de- 
partment took the matter up with the Century Wood Preserving 
Co. of Nashua, N. H. This company offered to send up a pole 
expert at no expense to the department to examine the older poles. 
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Mr. Floyd was sent up and spent a day testing and boring suspici- 
ous looking poles. It was his opinion that the replacement ques- 
tion was not serious yet unless a severe ice storm or tornado hit us. 
The cross arms seemed to show more wear and tear than the poles. 
As the town knows all poles replaced on the lines joint with the 
New England Tel. & Tel. Co. will, from now on, have to be re- 
placed by treated poles. The extensions to our lines this year 
have all been made with treated poles. The cost of these poles 
almost double what the department paid for blighted chestnut 
poles in 1931. Your commissioners believe the treated pole to be 
more economical now. 

In conformity with the vote of the town at its annual meeting in 
March 1932 your commissioners have loaned the town from cash 
on hand the sum of three thousand dollars and taken a note for the 
same signed by the selectmen and town treasurer, as shown in the 
financial statement below.

The Electric Light department has had a settlement with the 
New England Tel. and Tel. Co., on sundry lines that have been 
built this year and in the past.

The department paid Greenville Electric Light Co., $2,989.80 
in 1932. It had left to be sold to street lights and customers 
69,762 K.W. From these figures your treasurer does not see how 
the department can sell current at 6¢ per K. W. except at a loss. 

During the 10 months of 1932, during which the present scale of 
10¢ for first 25 kilowatts—8¢ for next 25 kilowatts and balance at 
6¢ has been in effect, a customer purchased 1,054 kilowatts of 
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which he got 554 at the 6¢ price. This set of figures leaves out 
of the rate-making problem a charge for depreciation. It does 
assume that each customer should help to pay for the street light 
service. In view of the present financial situation of each and 
every citizen in New Ipswich your treasurer believes that the pre- 
sent schedule can be left in force till financial conditions come back 
to normal. The town of New Ipswich has the most complete 
electrification of its territory of any town and its rates to cus- 
tomers are the lowest for the service rendered.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 
I respectfully submit my tenth annual report as follows: 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


There has been no change in the regular teaching staff this year 
and the same arrangement as last year has been continued at the 
Junior High whereby the seventh and eighth grades were separated 
and additional teaching time provided by the Academy teachers. 

As an economy measure the services of a supervisor of music 
were discontinued, the regular teachers taking over this work as 
completely as possible. 


SUPERVISION 


In previous reports I have described the routine work of my 
office and have spoken frequently of the testing program. The 
work of the past year has followed similar lines and the results of 
the tests have been sent to the parents as was done last year. 

Improvement in teaching through the use of standard tests is 
well illustrated by the experience we have had in oral reading, 
systematic records of which have been kept since the fall of 1927. 
The test used consists of a series of five stories of uniform length 
and difficulty, appropriate to the grade in which they are used, 
standardized for the number of seconds it takes pupils to read them, 
and also for the number of errors made. These five tests are given 
at equal intervals during the school year, spaced so that the final 
test comes the latter part of May. The tests are given to pupils 
individually by their own teacher, who thus has the results im- 
mediately available to guide her in adjusting her teaching to the 
difficulties of each pupil. 

The following summary of results is for the Supervisory District 
as a whole, with from seventy to ninety children in each grade. 
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FIRST GRADE: Median number of seconds required in May, 1928, 
70; in May 1932, 50; Standard score, 78. 

Median number of errors made in May, 1928, 9; in May, 1932, 
3; Standard score, 5. 

SECOND GRADE: Median number of seconds in May, 1928, 130; 
in May, 1932, 90; Standard score, 112. 

Median number of errors in May, 1928, 10; in May, 1932, 4; 
Standard score, 6. 

THIRD GRADE: Median number of seconds in May, 1928, 87; 
in May, 1932, 57; Standard score, 63. 

Median number of errors in May, 1928, 41%; in May, 1932, 24; 
Standard score, 3. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


The annual medical inspection was made in October, 1932, by 
Dr. Cayward and Mrs. Gilbert. This inspection included only 
the public schools. The report of defects found and corrections 
made since the previous examination is as follows:

A complete detailed report has been made to the School Board 
by Mrs. Gilbert. 

The arrangement with the school nurse this year has reduced the 
amount of time given to follow-up work to approximately one visit 
each month. This step was taken as an economy measure, with 
the belief that there was no need for so much of the nurse’s time 
as there was in former years, particularly with a resident physician 
in the town. 

Mrs. Gilbert has had several children in Clinics this month. She 
has also conducted a class in Mothercraft for the girls and a class 
in First Aid for the boys in the Junior High School. 
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APPLETON ACADEMY 


The enrollment of New Ipswich pupils at the Academy this year 
is 56, as was predicted in the report last year, an increase of eight 
over last year’s enrollment. Nineteen out of the twenty pupils 
who completed the eighth grade last June entered the Academy in 
September. It is doubtful if we shall have such a large proportion 
of the present eighth grade continue next fall, but even so there 
should be an enrollment of from fifty-five to sixty New Ipswich 
pupils in the Academy next year. 

The state law provides that a town not maintaining a high school 
must provide for tuition of such pupils as wish to attend an ap- 
proved high school or academy, and sets the limit of the financial 
liability of the School District at the average cost of instruction 
in high schools and academies throughout the state, or at the aver- 
age cost in the school which the pupils attend if that is lower than 
the state average. The average per capita cost in the high schools 
in the state last year was $89.79, while the average cost in Appleton 
Academy was $121.24. The latter figure, increased by a sufficient 
amount to allow for the overhead expenses, would indicate roughly 
what it might cost per pupil to maintain a public high school in New 
Ipswich, as compared with the liability of the District for tuition 
only at Appleton Academy. 


BUDGET 


The budget for the school year 1933-’34, which has been pre- 
pared by the School Board represents a real effort to reduce the 
proportion of taxes required for school purposes. The total sum 
recommended to be raised is $2,000 less than the amount raised 
last year, a reduction of 15 per cent. Approximately $900 of this 
reduction represents a saving during the current year on the budget 
presented a year ago. The remaining $1,100 is the result of a scal- 
ing down of such items of the budget as can be reduced, the largest 
item being that of ‘‘ Teachers’ Salaries.”’ It is proposed to elimi- 
nate the payment of $500 to Appleton Academy for additional 
teaching in the Junior High School, which has been provided during 
the past two years. A reduction of approximately five per cent 
in the salaries now paid the public school teachers is also contem- 
plated. This is in keeping with the general trend of reduction in 
teachers’ salaries throughout this state. 

The elimination of the extra teaching time for the Junior High 
will mean that the seventh and eighth grades will have to be com- 
bined for teaching purposes in such subjects as English, History, 
Geography and Science. This will be a return to the practice that 
prevailed until the past two years and it will not serve so well the 
best interests of the pupils, but it is doubtless necessary under 
present conditions. 

The allotment of state aid for next year is $3,045.13, which is 
approximately $250 less than the amount received this year and 
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$125 less than was received last year. This is merely a result of 
the reduction in costs this year as compared with the preceding 
two years. 


SCHOOL ECONOMY 


The Budget as presented and explained in the paragraph above 
represents a very thorough study on the part of the School Board 
and myself in an effort to discover all possible ways of economizing 
in the cost of maintaining schools without seriously injuring their 
efficiency. We believe that local as well as national efforts at 
economy must heed the warning voiced by President Hoover at 
the National Conference: ‘‘However the national economy may 
vary, or whatever fiscal adjustments may be made, the very first 
obligation upon the national resources is the undiminished finan- 
cial support of the public schools. We cannot afford to lose any 
ground in education. That is neither economy nor good judg- 
ment.”’ 

In closing this, my tenth year of service in this Supervisory 
Union, I wish to express my belief that our schools have made 
progress and to acknowledge the interest and cooperation of the 
parents and citizens generally, as well as of the School Board and 
teachers, which has made possible whatever advancement there 
has been. I trust that these conditions will continue to prevail 
and that the standards may be maintained in spite of the effects 
of economic conditions.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
TO THE CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


During the past year no problems of unusual importance have 
come before the School Board. 

Economy has been the watchword. By eliminating the services 
of a music teacher, by using only part of the time usually given by 
the school nurse and by minimizing the amount of supplies fur- 
nished to the schools, we have been able to keep well within our 
budget, in spite of unexpended transportation requirements and 
an increase in the number of pupils attending the Academy. 

As you will see by the Budget of the School Board for the com- 
ing year, we are asking for $2,000 less than we did last year. This 
has necessitated a reduction in the salaries of the teachers as well 
as a further lowering of supplies of all kinds and of the repair work. 

The teachers have made a voluntary monthly contribution of 
5 per cent of their salaries toward a Welfare Fund for the benefit 
of the needy children in the public schools. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation, the Red Cross, and the librarian, Mrs. Frances Nash, for 
their work among the school children of the town.

5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board 
and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers 
or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation to 
any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the district will vote to make any alteration in the 
amount of money required to be assessed for the ensuing year for 
the support of public schools and the payment of the statutory 
obligations of the district, as determined by the school board in its 
annual report.
